Urges Gov't Assistance Assistance 


HOUSING WORRIES 
WELFARE DIRECTOR 


OTTAWA, (CPA).— “Low 
rental housing, as must be evident 
to all, is not a profitable field for 
private enterprise. Inter-govern- 
men.al, collaboration is essential 
for this kind of building, which 
constitutes the main problem in 
housing,” R. E. G. Davis, exec- 
utive director of the Canadian 
Welfare Council, said in present- 
ing his report to the. annual meet- 
ing of the Council held in Mont- 
treal recently. 

Mr. Davis pointed out that the 
81;000 housing units built in 1948 
fell short of filling even the cur- 
rent need, since 90,000 new 
families had been formed in the 
same year. He added that private- 
ly financed homes had not in- 
creased over 1947; what increase 
there had been came through some 
form of public aid. 

. Has Levelied Off 

“Privately financed building 
has levelled off,” Mr. Davis said. 
“Success in providing for the 
needs of any larger annual num- 
ber of home buyers depends on 
assistance from governments.” 

The most serious need was for 
low rental housing, however. 

Mr. Davis said that various fed- 
eral and provincial improvements 
in the field of social security 
“have carried us only a short dis- 
tance along. the road toward the 
comprehensive social security sys- 
tem we desire for ohe Canadian 
people. ed 

The three major deficicnecs in 
our present social security struc- 
es were: 

1. “The absence of measures to 
meet the needs of unemployed 
workers who have used up or are 
not entitled to benefits “i un- 
employment insurance. 

2. “The health insurance gap. 

3. “The lack of rehabilitation 
services for handicapped civilians.” 

Mr. Davis said it might take 
another depression to arouse ‘the 
Canadian public sufficiently to 
force. a settlement of the stale- 
mate in dominion-provincial re- 
lations which was preventing .a 
“well-rounded national system of 
social ‘services.” 

* “Tsurance, providing benefits 
asa matter of right, should be the 
basic ‘method of dealing with loss’|. 
‘of income, whether ‘resulting from 
unemployment or from illness, dis- 
ability, old age or widowhood,” he 
said. He deplored the present,sys- 
tem of handing out such benefits 
as do oxist “on a means test basis 
and with the stigma of charity.’
